ittle town near our settlement. It was
cnlled the Star. My brother wrote some
ambitions verses—chantiff the praigos
of this * Biar of our country! Star of
our barner! Bright Star ufglur_\' that
shineth afar!V—which were printed
in the first nomber, and accordingly he
was chosen from among the youth of the
town to be the printes’s imp of the Star
oflice,

How T ndmired, with just a flavor of
envy, his sudden elevation! 1 used to
prepsin at the windows, for 1 wnd too
shy to enter by the door, and would
watch the inking of the forms with the
handsavoller of those days,  And [ act-
unlly enme to think my brother's good
looks were improved by the smuich of
ink lie habitunlly wore over his eye or
on his nose!

Well, it was here, hoyvering ahout the
Siar offfiee, helping oceasiomnlly 1o wash
the forms—after 1 had grown bold
enough 1o go in—and lending a hand to
pick up the type, dlear away the pi and
swoeep out, that T had my first dreams of
the I{}o nwniting me in the busy world.
True, there was no fountain of inspira-
tion that flowed for me there, unless iv
wis the ink tountain of the old Washing-
ton press, but my visfons were shaped by
an ohjeet hanging against one of the
case-siands: and that was—the foot of
an old boot!

One day, exploring that dark abyss in
the Star office, 1 found a lot of types that
were only  slightly defiwed; and then
came (o me the lucky thoueht that 1
vould beg these, amd pick up enough
more like them to set up by-and-bye a
printing office of my own.

No prairie sun-flower ever
quickly as that idea, and soon 1 walked
with my head among the iace. Tt hap-
pened, too, just ahout (his time, that
everybody was expecting a shower of
meteors, or “ flling stars” as they were
then called; and although 1 did not see
them, I was constantly thinking about
them and the Sar, and trying to work
out in my mind a plan for staviing my
printing oflice, and, at length—how the
thought thrilled me—puhblishing a paper
all my own! How should I print it?
What name showdd I give it? My spare
liours were spent in trying to find
answers to these questions, And all
the time that tantalizing old Star was
coming out as regularly ns any heavenly
body in its course.

1
made n type-case by boring in a thick
plank ns many holes as there are letters
in the alphabet, with extra holes for
numerals, “spaces,” * quads,” * points,”
double letters, ete. 1 made a press by
nailing 1o the end of a well-seasoned
strip. of two-ineh oak n piece of hard
wood a foot square and an inch thick.
The strip of onk was two foet und a half
long. and the havd-wood piece formed an
upright, the strip, !ll:imllli)‘ planed and
leveled, making the bed of Uhie press. A

inner face, furnished a fulerum, and a

When the mills blew up at Minnen-
polis, Minn,, there was a question ns to
whether or not the insurance companies
should pay the dnmage.

Coneerning the charges of the express

companies the dAmerican Cullivalor says:
“The express companies in their exorbi-
ant charges fail to realize, or at lea t fail
to be governed by the tact, that in all
other branches of business, both private
and corporate, profits are largely re-
duced. The public demand lower rates
in accordance with the times. Muana-
ers of express companies should not de-
ay making a ressonable reduction in
their charges, and without forcing un-
healthy competition, or creating publie
discontent by a grasping :mﬁ gelfish
policy.”

A poor Hungarian lately showed a
hlack pearl to a Pesth jeweler, and beg-
ged him to value it and give him what
he could for it. He was told that the
pearl was of great value, and that he
would better take it to Biederman, of Vi-
enna, which he did, and was naturally
asked where he had obtained possession
of such a rarity. The Hungarian an-
swered that he had got it from the valet
of the late Count Louis Batthyani. It
turned out that it was one of three black
pearls which, more than 150 years ago,
were stolen from the English crown, and
which were for a long time vainly sought
for, it heing at that time supposed that
these were the only thiree black pearls in
existence. The British Government has
bought the black pearl for $8,000,

The following ** points " are given by
the Rural New Ihrl-a-r to persons buying
Liorses: ** Anintended purchaser should
have the horse brought eut before him,
and wateh the animal as he stands at
rest, If the owner s continually swart-
ing the horse into motion, and wrging
lim to ‘show off,' something may be
suspected, beeause it is when a horse is
nt perfect rest that*his weak points are
divulged. If the horse be sound he will
stand square on his limbs, without mov-
ing any of them, the feet heing placed flat
upon the ground, and all his legs plump
and nuturally posed. If one foot be
tirown forward, and the toe pointing
to the ground. and the heel raised, or if
the foot be lifted from the ground, and
the weight taken from it, disease or ten-
derness may be suspected.” .

In conformity with the engagement
entered into by France and Germany in
1871 to keep up the tombs of soldiers
buried in their respective territories, the
French government has taken aetion in
1,438 communes, situated in thirty-gix
depurtiuents, and  containing the rve-
mains of 87,396 victims of the war; 37.-
839 French and 21,876 German soldiers
linve sepurite sepulture, while 27,661
hodies, whose nationality could not be
positively distinguished, have common
sruves, Municipalities and private com-
mittees have erected 3489 monuments,
momilies eighty-cight,and Germany sixty-
nine.  The French government has con-
structed  twenty-five large ossuaries,
with imposing ornaments, at an expense
of 782477 francs.  The total outlay has
heen 2 287 896 francs, and there will be
an annual vote for the conseraation of
the graves amd memorinds.

The Washington Posf has an account
of the manner in which the new ten-
dollar  eertificates are printed by the
Burean of Engraving and  Printing:
“The certificates, like greenbacks, re-
(uire two distinet plate impressions,
one for the back and the other for the
fuce. As the plate printers can only
werage ahout 750 impressions per day,
this is the slowest part of the work. *In
order to prepare the sheets for the first
impression, they have to be wet down
and subjected to u heavy pressure for
ten hours. The impressions are then
taken, and the sheets are placed in a dry
hox and subjected to intense heat, They
are then ren(ly for examinatioa, wlien all
the imperfect sheets are thrown out,
The edges are them trimmed by mn-
chinery. Each of these machines em-
ploys two persons, who can complete
about 15,000 impressions per day. The
sheets are then sent to the surfnce presses
to have the seal and the date imprinted.
These machines each turn out on an
average 12.000 impressions per day.
They are then sent to the numbering
division, where each machine averages
4,000 impressions per day. The backs
are usually printed first and go through
a long process of wetting down and dry-

ing.

Interesting  Questions and  Answers,
G. A. TI. nsks for an explanation of
the cause of the rise and fall of the
barometer, that is, the enise of clinnges
in the air's pressure. A, The cowrse of
the barometer s gencrally in the oppo-
site direction to that of the thermome-
ter: that is, that when the temperature
riges the harometer falls, and vice veran,
which indieates that the barometric
varintions at any given plice ave pro-
duced by the expansion and contraction
of the air, and therefore by its chinnges
in density. If the tempernture were
the same throughout the whole extent
of the atmosphere; no currents would be
produced, and at the smne height ntmos-
pheric pressure would be everywhore
the same. But when any portion of the
|1Iml'm|ph(.-re 'Imcumir'! wlrriunr tl an the
neighboring parts, its spocific gravity is
diminished, lrmti it risml:]ml nﬂm m¥uy
through the upper regions uFlIw atmos-
phere, whence it follows that the press-
ure is diminicshed and barometer falls,
Ifany portion of the ntmosphere retains
its temperature while the neighboring
parts become cooler, the same effect is
produced ; for in this case, too, the den-
sity of the first mentioned rmrl;un s loss
than that of the others, Hence, nlso, it
usually happens that a extraovdinary
full of the E;..—..mmr at one place is
counterhalaneed by an extraordinary
rise at another place. The daily varin-
tions appear to result from the expan-
sions and contractions which are peri-
odically produced in the atmosphere by
the heat of the sun during the rotation
of the earth.

J. A. H. asks: 1. Is thers any ad-
vantage in what lightning rod men call
“oivenit " rods—that is, two ground rods
to one point? What do you think of
such rods put into the ground eight or
ten foot, ground tolerably dry? A, The
only adyuntage in such an areangement
is that it affords a better ground surface,
If the ground connections terminate in
dry earth, the lightning rod will not
prove effective. 2. Are horse shoe mng-
nets better than common  points, or
should points be maenetized 20 as to lift
small needles? A, There is no advant-
age in a magnetic point. 3. What js
your opinion of tin roofsas n protection
ngainst lightning? How shiould they be
connected with the gound? A, Tin
roofs, if connected with the lightning
rod having good grouad connections,
may prove an  additional protection.
The sround end of the rod should he
forked and buried in earth that is con-
tinually moist. The effectiveness of the
rod may be increased by filling the hole
around the rod with pounded coke or
charcoal. The ground end of the rod
should be hent away from the house, 4.
Is it safe to put arod into a well? A.
